2. The Goa Post and Telegraph Credit Co -operative 
Society Ltd., was registered on 21-12-64 under code 
symbol No. RES(a )-182 /Goa with an avowed objective to 
encourage thrift amongst the members, provide the 
financial assistance to them , to prevent indebtednes 
and also to run canteen and consumer store for the 
benefit of the members .

3. As per the earlier provisions of Bye-law No. 22 ( a ) 
the control of the affairs of the society shall vest in the 
Managing Committee consisting of 9 members who shall 
be elected annually at the General Body Meeting. There 
shall be also an Honorary Assistant Secretary and Hon . 
Assistant Treasurer who will be nominated on the 
Managing Committee out of the elected members or 
otherwise as deemed fit by them and they shall be the 
members of the Managing Committee . 


Read : 1) Minutes of the 33rd Annual General Body 

Meeting of the Goa Post and Telegraph 
Credit Co - operative Society Ltd., held 
on 9-11-97.. 
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4. The society has held its 33rd Annual General Body 
Meeting on 9-11-97 and vide resolution No. 4 , the society 
has declared the election of the Managing Committee 
members as indicated above and this committee was to 
look after the day -to - day affairs of the society . 


5. Nevertheless , vide Resolution No. 6 , the society in 
its Annual General Body Meeting held on 9-11-97 
amended amongst others things the Bye -laws No. 22 ( a ) 
& 22 (b ) to the effect that the then existed system of 
retiring 1 /3rd members shall be done away with and all 
9 committee members drawn from different region of 
Goa State shall be elected once in a three years . This 
amended bye -law was submitted for the approval of 
the Assistant Registrar of Co -operative Societies in terms 
of Rule 11(4 ) of the Co - operative Societies Rules , 1962 
on 11-12-97 . 


been approved on 3-2-98 and as such no steps have 
been taken for holding election of 9 fresh Managing 
Committeemembers in terms of the amended bye -laws. 
Further, it has also been brought to the notice of the 
present management that it was mandatory on the part 
of the society to implement amended bye - law 
immediately after the amendment which will take to 
the prospective effect and cannot be made applicable 
to the existing Managing Committee . The comments if 
any, were asked to be submitted to the office of the 
Assistant Registrar of Co - operative Societies , Central 
Zone, Panaji within 10 days. The present Management 
has given diversion to the contents of the letter of 
the Assistant Registrar of Co- operative Societies at 
Sr. No. 4 above and instead asked for the copies of the 
representation signed by the 59 members . 


6. The Assistant Registrar of Co -operative Societies, 
Central Zone, Panaji has approved amongst others the 
amended bye -law No. 22 ( a ) and 22 ( b ) on 3-2-98 . In 
terms of said amended bye -laws, it was mandatory on 
the part of the management of the society to implement 
it immediately after the same have been approved by 
the Registrar or atleast the management should have 
made it applicable immediately after one year from the 
date of the 33rd Annual General Body Meeting i.e. before 
9-11-98 . Inspite of the implicity and accepted norms, 
themanagement did not take any action for constitution 
of the Managing Committee in accordance with the 
amended bye -laws. 


9. Again , the representation indicated at Sr. No. 5 
dated 18-01-2000 was submitted to the Assistant 
Registrar of Co - operative Societies, Central Zone, Panaji 
signed by 102 members demanding for dissolution of 
the Managing Committee of the society and holding 
the fresh election . It has also indicated in their letter 
that the present Managing Committee is illegally 
continuing in the office of the society and as such 
needs to be dissolved and the Administrator or 
Committee of Administrators under the control of the 
Registrar of Co- operative Societies be appointed to 
look after the affairs of the society and conducting 
the election in terms of amended bye - law No. 22 ( a ) and 
22 (b ). 


7. Vide the representation indicated at Sr. No. 3 dated 
29-11-99 referred above, Shri Lourdes Fernandes and 58 
members of the society informed to the Assistant 
Registrar of Co -operative Societies, Central Zone , that 
subsequent to the amendment of the bye -law No. 22 (a ) 
and 22 (b ), the General Body meeting was held on 
1-11-98 at Mapusa wherein all the members present 
requested management to hold the election for 
Managing Committee members of the society as per 
the new amended byo -law as the issue has been hushed 
up by the present management by giving lame excuses 
of necessity of another amendment. In same 
representation , it is indicated that again this issue has 
been raised in the Annual General Body Meeting held 
on 14-11-99 at Margao . This time also the present 
Managing Committee did not accede the request of the 
General Body members into consideration . As a 
consequence , 59members of the society has resorted to 
request the Assistant Registrar of Co -operative Societies , 
Central Zone, to direct the present Management to 
conduct the election of the Managing Committee 
members immediately before December , 1999 in order 
to give justice and the democratic right to all the 
members of the society . 


10. The Assistant Registrar of Co- operative Societies , 
Central Zone , vide their letter dated 1-2-2000 at Sr. No. 
6 above has informed the present Management that 
another representation signed by 102 members of their 
society is received by his office requesting to make an 
arrangement to appoint the Administrator on the society 
and hold the election in terms of amended bye -law 
No. 22 ( a ) and 22 (b ). As an ultimatum , the present 
management was specifically made known that in the 
event of failure to conduct the fresh election immediately 
after the letter referred to Sr. No. 6 above , the 
arrangement for invoking Section 77A of the Maharashtra 
Co -operative Societies Act, 1960 as in force in this State 
shall be made . 


11. The present Chairman of the society Shri V. K. 
Sambary has given an explanation that the term of the 
present committee expires in the year 2000 . 
Nevertheless , he has offered that if the authorities feel 
that the Administrator needs to be appointed for smooth 
conduct of day to day affairs of the society and for 
holding the election in terms of the amended bye - laws, 
he has absolutely no objection for the same. 


8. The office of the Assistant Registrar of Co- operative 
Societies , Central Zone , vide his letter dated 22-12-99 
indicated at Sr. No. 4 above has brought to the notice 
of the present Management that the amendment have
